ment for 14 years and 8 months 
and fined: £2,560 for using the 
United States mails to defraud the 
public. 

After the exposure of his North 
Pole pretensions Cook for years 
wandered about the country. 
Finally he settled at Fort Worth, 
{n Texas, where he found many 


peaple who sympathised with and. 


believed fo him. And he turned his 

ents to floating oll stocks. - His. 
conviction: rests mainly upon his 
connection with, the so-called 
Petroleum Producers’ Association, 
capitalised at £4,000,000. .

CURIOUS ASSAULT. 


— 
ALLEGED TRESPASSER 
ROUGHLY HANDLED. 


Discovery by a Sanitor y coolie 
ofa Chinese in a weakened con- 
dition, near one of the railway 
embankments has brought to light 
a story of what appears to -have 
been an assault by a number of 


coolies on a man who is alleged to 
have entered their matshed with 
the intention of stealing. Reading 
between the lines of the police re=- 
ports, it seems that the coolies are - 
accused of having taken the law 
into their hands, in administering 
severe chastisement to aman who 
trespassed on their premises and. ° 
whom they, in turn, accuse of. 
stealing their property. 

When the man was found he 
told the Sanitary coolie that he had: 
fallen over the embankment .and 
that his injuries were due to his . 
tall. In the hands of the police, 
the man made admissions which 
ted to inquiries. Examined by Dr. 
Moore, he had “the appearance - of 
having had.a rough time and after 
admission to hospital. he had to 
undergo an operation. 

This _ morning, nine Chinese... 
were charged with assault before : 
| Mr. J, K. Wood, when they © all 
made a denial of .the affair: 
Detective Inspector T. Murphy,, 
outlining the case to His Worship, 
said that the first two had been 
pointed out by the alleged 
trespasser, at the hospital. 
The ‘other seven, went of 
their’ own accord and were 
also accuséd in a general way,. 
for being responsible for his in« 
juries, the third man having been 
pointed out as the one who caused. 
the injuries to complainant's head. 
As to what happened before’ the 
alleged assault, Inspector Murphy 
was of the opinion that the injured. 
man bad stolen a bssket of clothing 
from the Tung Yick contractor’s. 
matshed at Ma Tau Wal, near the 
new. hospital site. The. inmates... 
had been alarmed and ‘had re«- 
covered their basket, ae 

It was also stated that the man’s. 
‘condition was so serious that Mr.

GIVE THE SAILORS A 
FREE HAND. 


(Jo the Edjtor of the “ China Mail.”"} 


Sir,—Assuming your report of 
the interview with the C. S, P. to 


‘convey. correctly his expressed 


fdeas (although it is stretching 
credibitity to the utmost), 1 would 
submit with the utmost deference 
that locking themselves in a room,

‘FOR KOWLOON GOLFERS. 


SCHEME FOR NEW COURSE. 


If all, goes well with the plans 
that have been set foot, the crume 
bling _wall’s of’ Hongkong’s last 
relic of the hoary-past may resound 
to the cry of “Fore!” before the 
end of the year. 

Kowloon golfers, who have for 
some time been faced with the 
depressing prospect of losing their 
only course in consequence of the 
laying out of King’s Park toprovite 
recreation areas for the peninsula's 
various sporting clubs, will rejoice 
to learn that plans are well in hand 
for the formation of a new: course 
at ola Kowloon City, 


' A 

When it became. known that the 
fate of the present King’s Park 
course had been definitely sealed 
two or three enthusiasts began to 
look around for an alternative site. 
One was found near old Kowloon, 
City and a provisional Jay-out fora 
ghole course was prepared. 
month orso back an informal meet~ 
ing was held of representatives 
of the golf sections of the threc 
clubs concerned—the United 
Recreation Club, the 
Kowloon Cricket Club and the 
Kowloon Bowling Green Club— 
and a, small coramittee was ap- 
pointed to approsch the Govern- 
ment on the matter. . 

Since then the Assistant Colonial 
Secretary (Mr, A. G. M. Fletcher, 
CMG., CBE.) has beén taking a 
keen interest in the scheme and it 
is wathered that the Government 
are prepared to give a five years’ 
lease of the area. One difficulty 
about the site was that it 
was being used by the 
military authorities as a rifle range 
but this, it is thought, can easily be 
overcome as the cotirse will be 
mapped out so as not to interfere 
with the Sring points and.the mili- 
tary only use the range on certain 
week days, and then not after 
1 p.m. eke 
The site, which takes in the “A” 
and “B” rifle ranges at Old Kow- 
loon City comprises 84 acres’ so 
that there is ample room fora 
good nine-hole course, with a few 
“switch” holes and a club-house, 
The provisional lay-out gives 
a yardage. of about 2,200 yards 
The jnitial cost of laying out the 
course is estimated at $10,000 and 
in this connection it is hoped that 
financial assistance will be forthe 
coming from’the Government. It 
is anticipated that the course would 
be playable within six months of 
beginning operations. One very 
big advantage the new course will 
possess over the old one ‘at 
King's Park is that there will 
be grass instead of sand greens. 
Turf of excellent quality is to be 
found on the spot. : 

It will not, of course, be anything 
like as handy ‘as the King’s 
Park course-has been but Kowloon 
golfers‘have been fortunate to have 
had a course at their backsdoor, so 
to speak, for so long. Now that 
the buses are runping — out to 
Old Kowloon City a solution of the 
transport problem should not be 
difficult to arrive at. 

The idea which the promoters of

their minds is that in Kowloon | 
there should be formed a new and 
altogether distinct golf. club 
which golfing members of the three 
clubs at present using the King’s 
Park course and Kowloon residents 
interested in golf will be able to’

AN INTERESTING RULING.

MUST DISEMBARK PASSENGERS. 


. ‘i vs 
A point of much interest to 
people in the hzbit of using motor 
boats cropped up_in_acase heard 
at the Marine Court before the 
acting Harbour Master (Lieut-Com= 
mander Conway Hake. R.N.R.) 
The Master of the motor boat 
“Moonraker 7” was charged with 
having failed to allow a Japanese 
gentleman, Mr. M. Shirosaki, to 
disembark when requested by him 


to ido 50, 

rough an interpreter, Mr. 
Shirosaki, who said he was a 
shipowner |and mincowner in 
Formosa, explained that_he en- 
gaged the motor-boat at Kowloon 
at $15 p.m. on January 3. Before 
starting the defendant asked him 
to pay $1.20 and he did so, Wit- 
ness wanted to be taken to 
y ship at West, Point and when 
nearing the ship the man asked 
for another $1.20. Witness replied 
that he would pay him when he 
got back to Kowloon on the re- 
turo journey. The defendant, 
however, insisted on the money 
being paid then and turned the 
motor baat back to Kowloon. They 
argued and the man struck him 
with a piece of iron, 

In cross-examination Mr, Shiro- 
sakiadmitted to Mr. F.. E. Nash, 
appearing for the defence, that he 
‘struck the defendant. 

The regulation: under which the 
defendant was charged provides 
that :— 

“The master of any launch or 
motor boat when conveying passen~ 
gers shall be responsible that such 
launch or motor boat is carefully 
steered and travels with reasonable 
expedition and.shal! permit any 
passepger travelling on such 
launch or motor bout, after paying 
a fare, to disembark at any place 
where such passenger may law- 
fully disembark without risk when 
requested by such passenger to 
do so.” 

Mr, Nash contended that the de- 
fendant had nocase toanswer. He 
said that Mr. Shirosaki asked to be 
taken toa ship supposed to be at 
abuoy off West Point and when, 
the ship was not found. there he 
wanted the defendant to sail 


around and look for jt. He had: 
‘her are informed that all Goods aro 


paid $1.20 which entitled him to 
the use of the boat for a quarter of 
an hour and when that time was up 
his private contract with the motor 
boat expired and he had to pay 
up again to make a fresh contract. 
The regulation did not require the 
defendant to “carry” the passenger 
if the latter did not pay his fare. 

The Marine Magistrate disagreed. 
He pointed out that this arrango- 


ment ledto'a good deal of dis-’ 


satisfaction ‘and if it clashed with 
the regulation, the regulation would 
have to stand, 

Mr. Nash said that a passenger 
might ask the ° motor boat 
to take him to Canton and accord- 
ing tothe regulation the motor boat 
would have to take him.
